Mrs. Haldane said that guerilla

In addition to the 8th Route 
Army the 4th Army had heen creat- 
ed and was recently based on Nan- 
‘chang, but Mrs. Haldane under- 
stood that it had now been sent to

In Honan, Anhui and Shantung, 
an organisation. of 600,000 purely
